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U. S. Lies on the Oceans and 
in the Air

There are, I believe, powerful reasons 
for saying that the time has come to re- 
consider our military policy and to ex- 
amine carefully the advisability of reduc- 
ing the size of the army.

Buying Secrets of the 
American Army

The biggest hoax of the century is 
being unfolded in the trial of sixteen 
persons at Brooklyn, charged » being 
German espionage agents.

Sensations centre round the evidence 
of one William G. Sebold, born in Ger- 
many, who served as a machine gunner 
in a .German gun section during ,the 
World War, but “hating Germany” as he 
himself phrased it, came to the United 
States in 1922, became a naturalized Am- 
€rican citizen, and for some years past 
has been employed at the Consolidated 


Aireraft plant at San Diego, California. 

In the summer of 1939, said Sebold, he 
decided to visit his old home in the Ruhr 
Valley, Before ever he disembarked from 
the steamer at Hamburg he was inter- 
viewed by two German agents who 
wanted particulars of his employment 
in America. As an American citizen he 
thought he was free from molestation, 
but letters came to him in the Ruhr from 
one “Dr. Gassner”, an agent of the Gesta- 
po, inviting his co-op€ration in a spy 
ring to be formed in the United States. He 
was warned that “the pressure of the 
State” would be applied against him un- 
less he complied. After b@ing threatened 
that he would “be taken care of’ and 
shown a picture of the funeral clothes he 
would be laid out in, Sebold thought he 
had better make a show of acceptance. 


reached New York he got in touch with 
Federal agents and made frank exposure 
of the plot. It was decided to go ahead 
with the plot. A secret short wave radio 
station was installed at Centerport, Long 
Island, operated by two G-men from the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. All told, 
459 messages passed between Hamburg 
and the station at Centreport, 189 of 
which have been decoded and placed be- 
fore the jury. The remainder are secret 
for official reasons. 

A strange thing—showing how easy

Sebold in Hamburg told Nikolas Ritter, 
head of the Nazi espionage service that 
he might try to obtain the bombsight for 
bim on his return to America 

Ritter replied, “Don’t worry 
that. It’s already in our possession”. 

Herman Lang, former inspector in the 
Norden plant is accused of having sold 
the secret to the Nazis in 1938. It is al- 
leged he has 10,000 marks on deposit in 
Germany as part payment of his work in 
betraying United States military secrets.

The program for a rapid expansion 
of the Army was adopted in face of an 
extreme emergency—in case we became 
completely isolated in the world and en- 
circled by the allied conquerors of Eur- 
ope and Asia. Like all measures which 
have to be taken in the stress of emerg- 
| ency, our military program had grave 

defects, It is not possible to expand an 
| army so greatly and so quickly and to do 
it well. There were not enough experi- 
enced officers. The proportion of raw 
recruits to seasoned troops was very 
much higher than sound military policy 
would approve. There was not enough 
equipment, 
} Program Defective 
| Therefore, when Britain had survived 
and America had adopted lend-lease 
and then had begun to occupy the oceanic 
outposts and to police the seas—the de- 
fects of the military program became 
more and more objectionable as the ex- 
| treme emergency which had justified the 
program declined. The fact that the mili- 
tary policy no longer fitted the situation 
undermined morale in the Army, and it 
fed the isolationist agitators who said that 
the boys were being prepared not, as 
originally promised, for the defense of 
the Americas but as a great expedition- 
ary force to fight in Europe. 
This complex of circumstances cen- 
tering around the great expansion of the 
| Army is now, I believe, the cancer which 
| Obstructs national unity, causes discon- 
tent which subversive elements exploit, 
and weakens the primary measures of 
our defense, which are the lend-lease 
program and the naval policy. I think 
that a surgical operation is at least indi- 
cated—an operation to shrink the Army 


which will, at the same time, increase 
| its efficiency. 
The operation is indicated because, 


under lease-lend and the unfreezing of 
the Navy and through a foreign policy 
which has strengthened our position in 
Asia and in the Americas, fhe conditions 
which called for a sudden great expan- 
sion of the Army no longer prevail. We 
have decisively strengthened our naval 
position, not merely by new ships and the 
| new bases but by our collaboration with 
the British Navy. We do not need in any 
foreseeable future so large an army as we 
thought we might need if in fact ‘we had 
become isolated and encircled. We still 
need, of course, a strong, small army for 
emergencies in this hemisphere and for 
our outposts. But we do not now need a 
great mass army on the European scale, 
and we can make far better use of our 
weapons—over and above those required 
for a smallish crack army—by shipping 
weapons abroad than by keeping them 
here to train a-much larger army than

CALGARY, Sept. 24.—(CP)— 
The Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada at its 57th convention 
here Tuesday reaffirmed the right 
of labor to organize, bargain col- 
lectively and “strike if necessary.” 

The preamble of a resolution, 
which received unanimous 
proval, stated that a recent govern- 
ment order-in-council authorized 
the use of Canadian troops in the 
event of strikes. It claimed that 
labor unrest, however, is usually 
caused by unwillingness on the part 
of employers to bargain collectively 
and to provide a proper standard 
of living for their employees.

“The use of troops in labor dis- 
Putes show partiality towards the 
employers and by no means solves 
the cause of labor unrest.” it said. 
“This open support to the employers 


jstrengthens anti-union employers,

“Therefore, be it resolved, that 
the Trades and Labor Congress of

Churchill Is 
Appointed To 
Ancient Post 


| LONDON, Sept. 24—(CP)— 
The King has appointed Prime 
Minister Churchill to the ancient 


office of Lord Warden of the 
Cinque ports, once held by Wil- 
liam Pitt ahd the Duke of Well- 
ington, Buckingham Palace an- 
nounced today. ‘ 

Mr. Churchill succeeds the late 
Marquess of Willingdon, former 
Governor-General of Canada, as 
holder of the title. 

The appointment gives him ex- 
clusive rights to “the Flotsam, 
Jetsam and Lagan” within the 
area of the Cinque ports—Hythe, 
Hastings, Romney, Sandwich, 
Dover—and also Winchel-Sea and 
Rye. 

But he will have to pay taxes 
on the Lord Warden's residence, 
Walmer Castle, near Dover, in 
which he probably will not live. 
His only official duty will be the 
chairmanship of the Dover harbor 
board. 

Mr. Churchill also will be ene 
titled to fly his own standard— 
blue and yellow quartered with 
arms of the Cinque ports—from 
Walmer Castle. 

The office, held heretofore by 
157 British Princes, Dukes, Ad- 
mirals and Prime Ministers 
since the 11th century, is rated 
a high honor but is no longer a 
paying post. In the 18th century 


however, it was worth about 
£12,000 a year.

vious physical capacities Any | 
child, given the freedom to move 
about, will initiate his own activ- 


ities, when he is strong enough to} 
do so, He doesn't need to be made 
to sit up, for when he is ready to 
sit he will tua and strain and pull 
on everything until he gets himself | 
into a sitting position. 

When he is ready to stand, he 
can't be held down. He will stand 
or know the reason why. In fact, 
parents have to be on the alert to | 


restrain children from = aver- 
doing these exciting new activi- 
ties. Once a baby can sit or 


stand alone, he wants to be sitting 
or standing every waking moment, 
No matter how weary he gtows, 
he still wants to totter about, so 
exhilarated is he by his new 
strength, 


Despite this constant reiteration. | 
we find that the average young par- | 
ent isn’t satisfied to wait until baby | 
shows signs that he is ready to sit 
or stand. Mrs. F. E. wants to know | 
if it will hurt the baby to prop him 
up into a sitting position and if 
they can let him bear his weight on 
his two feet. This would not be so 
pertinent a question were it not for 
the baby’s age—he is only 4 months | 
old. | 

The danger in propping the baby | 
is that there will be too much} 
strain on his backbone, It isn't a 
strong ackbone at this age and if 
it curves and baby slumps when 
propped, he is not ready for sitting. 
Any strain might alter the ultimate 
shape of that precious backbone. 

The same hazard is present when 
the bones of the baby’s legs are 
made to bear his weight.
